The estate thus conferred is said to be 
situated near Osvesery, and not far from 
the most beautiful and celebrated vale of 
Tiangollen, on the border of Wales, 
What was the natienality of this James 
QGarfcld, whether Welsh or English, 
German or Dutch, aces not appear. The 
most probable conjecture is that he was 
Welsh, and was a warrior of some note, 
perhaps a desven‘ant of the old knights 
ofGarrfili castle, The estate conferrea 
upon him was either released by him, 
or for some reason his children did not 
inherit it, and no meution of them ap 
pears, so far as row known, in any record 
of the Garfield fainily until 1630, when 
Edward (i-arfie!d, of Chester, England, 
yame to America in a company of col- 
onists, who embarked with his family 
under the auspices of Gov. John Win- 
throp. The name appears again at 
Watertown, in this State, in 1625, and is 
probably the same man. Of this indi- 
vidual quiie full accounts are handed 
down, and curious researchers into the 
family history claim to have discovered 
ais cost of arms, and, if the descriptior 
of it is correct, it goes far to confirm the 
previous conclusion that the Gurfields 
were a martial family of wealth and in- 
fluence in the days of Queen Elizabeth, 
end, perhaps, in the crnsades. It had 
three horizonta. bars of red on a field, or 
background, ot gold in the ovnter of the 
shield, and a red Maltese cross en an 
ermine canton or corner piece. The 
crest consisted of a helmet with the viscs 
raised, and an uplifted arm holding s 
drawn sword.
